8.0. 90. —In exercise of the powers conferred by section 17 of Ihc Export (Quality 
Control and Inspection) Act, 1963 (22 of 1963), the Central Government hereby makes 
the following rules, namely:— 

1. Short title and commencement. —(1) These rules may be called the Export of 
Jute Sacking Cloth (Inspection) Rules, 1967. 

(2) They shall come into force on 1st January, 1968. 

2. Definition.—-In these rules, “jute sacking cloth” shall mean the following items 
of jute sacking cloth as described in the Indian Standards mentioned against each, namely:— 

(i) Jute Corn Sack Cloth IS: 3750—1966 

(ii) Heavy Cee Cloth IS : 3751—1966 

(iii) B-Twill Cloth IS : 3667—1966 

(iv) Liverpool Twill (L-Twill) Cloth IS : 3668—1966 

3. Procedure of Inspection of Jute Sucking Cloth. —The provisions of the Indian 
Standards Institution (Certification Marks) Act, 1952 (36 of 1952), the Indian Standards 
Institution (Certification Marks) Rules, 1955 and the Indian Standards Institution (Certi¬ 
fication Marks) Regulations, 1955 and the procedure laid down by the Indian Standards 
Institution in this behalf shall, so far as may be, apply to the inspection of jute sacking 
cloth prior to export.

S.O. 91,— In exercise of the powers conferred by section 8 of the Export (Quality 
Control and Inspection) Act 1963 (22 of 1963) and, after previous publication as required 
by sub-rule (2) of rule 11 of the Export (Quality Control and Inspection) Rules, 1964, 
the Central Government recognises tne Indian Standards Institution Certification Mark 
with respect to jute sacking cloth for the purpose of denoting that where jute sacking 
cloth is affixed with such murk, it shall be deemed to be in conformity with the standard 
specification applicable thereto under clause (c) of section 6 of the said Act; 

Explanation .—'Jute sacking cloth' for the purpose of this notification, shall mean:— 

(i) Jute Corn Sack Cloth 

(ii) Heavy Cee Cloth 

(iii) B-Twill Cloth 

(iv) Liverpool Twill (L-Twill) Cloth.
